We haye been long threatn'd with a Report of the joynt- Endea- 
wours. of many Miniſt:rs, Which rais'd ſeveral-into an Expettation 
of ſome notable Piece, ſome grave. and moderate Diſquilition of 
what had been as frivoleuſly as fouly mannaged by our other petu- 
lant Adve-ſarscs, that the Controverſy ſo long depending, might 
terminate with ſome Advantage to ſuch as had made any {ber En-.

That, as God is the Wiſe D:ſtingnifher of Good and Evil; and fo 
loveth the Goed in any, as not to abare but Hatred of their Evil; and ſo 
hateth the Evil, as 10 love all that is Guod;, So 18 it no ſmall part of 
the Wiſdom and Integrity of his Servants to Imitate him herein ; and 
not the Men blinded by Partiality, to wft-fie all in thoſe whom they 
likg, and Vilific alt in thoſe whom they d:ſlike, &c, |

One would think by this that you kad Jmitercd Godin your 
Cendut towards the Orakers ; and doubtleſs you writ it, that 
theſe that read it ſhould think fo - but why ? I know not; unleſs be- 
cauſe you looking upon your ſelves his Servants, ſuch eught to do ſo 
or elſe to givegreater Credit to your Work then your ſelves perhaps 
believe it deſerves : But let us hear what Uſe you the great Men of 
Uſes, make of this Introduction; I find it inthe next Paragraph in

Malt not your Cenſure of us fail upon your own Heads? And 
will it not be reaſonable. for us to interpret your Uſe of fo true an. 
Expreſhon to be a Trick to decoy People into a Belief, that you 
had taken right Meaſures of us, whilſt you have really dealt moſt 
unjuſtly with us, 

Let me a little expoſtulate withryou in this Matter. You have 
either read or not read the Book ye recommend : If you have 
not read it, certainly you have done very Ill to recommend 
it, ſince you know not what you recommend ; which is not ro 
ImitatsGod, or do the Quakers. Juftice; If you have read it, you

*- manifeſtly entitle your ſelves to all che Evils of it. Again; ſince 
the Strength of the Book depends upon Teſtimonses.out of our 
Writings : either youhave compared his Cirarions with the Books 
. themlelves, or yehave not ; if you have not (and 1 am apt to think 
that's your Caſe) you commend him, and condemaus by rote: 
If you have compared and conſidered them, you muſt needs have 
offered great Violence to your Underſtandings in giving your Ap- 
' probation, which anon we ſhall ſo undeniably evidence, as it would 
have been comparatively your Virtue, to have recommended the 

Book without reading it or examining the Citations. | 
Beſides, the moſt of what he chargeth upon us to be our Priw- 
ciples, are not ſo laid dowy'by any one of us, nor, {ay we, ſayable 
by any of us upon our real Principles; but are ſuch Conſequen- 
ces as he through Ignorance or Malice hath indirectly drawn

Author of Sin '; That Gzd's Scerer Will crufſeth his Revealed 
Will; That no Men is oblieged by the Laws either of God or 
men ; That Men are nor the Cauſe of their own Deſtyutttorr;, 
That there are ne#ther Rewards nr Puniſhmcnts, 6, becauſe 
perhaps I believe the Conſequerices to be deducible from the 
Calumiſtical Principle ? 1 am periwaded you would look upon me
